"I have tendered my resignation as surgeon to the 


Clearfield Hospital to take effect immediately. 
In taking 


this action I have respectfully requested the privilege of 
watching over the patients I now have in the Hospital 
until such time as they will be able to leave. 


"My reasons for tendering my resignation are so fun- 


damental relating to Hospital management, in which the 
medical profession, nurses and the public are interested, 
that a statement of such reasons is necessary in justice to 
all interests, and I give same as follows:' 


"On Friday afternoon, April 25th, I requested the 


service of the operating room to operate on a man named 
Bock who was desperately ill. In the course of the day I 
was notified that the operating room would be made avail- 
able for my service to my patient and the hour was set for 
four o'clock. 
After I had instructed the anesthetist to 


start the anesthesia on my patient and after 1 was washed 
up prepared to operate, the chief operating room nurse 
then present in the operating room, refused to give any 
assistance requested by me. Upon this retusal to assist, 
I told lier .that she was of no use to me in the operating 
room and that I Deferred her leaving. Whereupon ?he 
left tbe operating room accompanied by the other Uto 
nurses, They first removed their gowns and gloves. 1 his 
left me with no assistance to complete my operatic on a 
desperately ill man. There feeemed to be no alternative, 
and I undertook the operation with the aid of no one etfM 
cepting the hospital anesthetist who was concerned soleljff > 
with the anesthesia. The man was in a desperate condlv •; 
tien and the fact that he was under anesthesia gave mie..»j, 
no alternative. After the operation was practically com- s 
pleted the two last named nurses returned to the operal- 
injr room and offered their assistance. I later leirned that 
they had been pent back by the Superintendent. This crim- 
inal disregard of a stricken man resulted in untold harm 
to him . Today his condition is most serious, and I cannot 
assume the responsibility for his condition as a result oi 
the crisis which occurred. 


"Second, about two months ago I entered the hospital 


about 10:30 in the evening for my rounds and found two 
patients lying in darkness with the bed clothing smeared 
with blood, which,came from their lungs and no nurs-e 
within calling distance. 
When the acting night superin- 


tendent was found I inquired for a third patient whom she 
told me was quite all .right, but whom on inspection I 
found to be in a desperate condition, with bed Nothing 
bespattered and smeared with blood. I inquired ot the 
Superintendent where the nurse in ciun?o wr^ 
She told 


me on the floor betow. I told her V^c pat-ei" ^ v. ore be- 
ing neglejrted. She replied that the i urge could not be 
two placef at once. I told her I did not care a 'damn' about 
that, but insisted that my patients be g,ven attention, tne 
nitrht superintendent disappeared. 
I then called the hos- 


pital superintendent to send help to the ward immediate- 
ly In tWS meantime I administered to these helpless men 
myself. I waited with these patients lor over one-hall 
hour during which time I made repeated cflorts to urn 
the acting night superintendent. I hnallv found a stiiden 
nurse who-undertook the further cure of the.e men Two 
of the men died. The one probably would have died with- 
out any attention, but he was denied comfort and cavern 
his last hours. The second man, named Stevens, probablj 
contracted his condition as a result of negligence in leav- 
ing a draft blow on him, in spite of repeated mstiuctioiu. 
to the contrary. Discounting the cause of this man s con- 
dition, his death was assured by the neglect during the 
most critical period of his illness. Th.» deplorable occur- 
rence has caused me untold worry and I have been tioubl-
